Taman Negara 


For a truly back-to-nature 
experience, plan a trip to 
Taman Negara or the National 
Park. Covering an area of 

434, 350 ha, Taman Negara has 
been a focus of plant and 
animal evolution longer than 
any other forest in the world. 


The park straddles across three 
states. Over half of its total 
area including its headquarters 
at Kuala Tahan is in Pahang. 


Tourists will be amazed at the 
diversity of flora and fauna 
encountered, Look out for the 
giant buttressed tualang trees 
as they tower 200 feet above 
you in the dense dipterocarp 
forest. From here, one can also

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Kenong 
Rimba Park 


This park is sprawled over 

120 sq km in the Kenong Valley 
with its eastern and northern 
boundaries fringing Taman 
Negara.

Climbing the 
Kesong Valley Range will lead 
to the many caves in the park. 
The more popular ones are Gua 
Hijau (Green Cave), 

Gua Buta (Blind Cave) and Gua 
Harimau (Tiger Cave). Take a 
cruise along Kenong River and 
enjoy the scenic view.

From Kuala Lipis town, the park 
is accessible by a 2-hour boat 
tide and a trek to the base 
camp.

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Lake Chini 


About 100 km southwest of 
Kuantan lies Lake Chini 
Malaysia's second largest 
natural lake. It teems with a 
variety of freshwater fish, and 
the surrounding wilderness is 
home to unique flora and 
fauna. Primates such as White 
handed gibbons, Long-tailed 
macaques, Pig-tailed macaques 
and Banded langurs have been 
sighted here. At certain times 
of the year, the lake is filled 


with lotus blossoms. 












Legends and folklores 
enshroud the lake with a 
mystical aura. Lake Chini is said 
to be the site of a submerged 
Khmer city, guarded by a 
mythical creature. 


A host of activities can be 
enjoyed here, including 

boat rides, fishing trips and 
jungle trekking. For a 
fascinating experience, visit the 
Jakun settlement, one of 
Pahang' indigenous peoples 
and take home a unique 
handicraft.

Endau-Rompin 
State Park 


Explore the wonders of nature 
in this ancient rainforest. The 
Endau-Rompin State Park is the 
second largest national park in 
Peninsular Malaysia, named 
after the Endau and Rompin 
Rivers that flow through the 
park. It is one of the country's 
last remaining lowland 
dipterocarp forests, straddled 
across the states of Pahang and 
Johor. 


The untouched wilderness 
awaits nature lovers with a host 
of attractions including a variety 
of flora and fauna, majestic rock 
formations, lovely waterfalls and 
rivers. Go оп а trek to discover 
its rare plants or climb the 
challenging terrain for a

their home here.

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Gunung Senyum

This recreational forest is a 
paradise for nature lovers. 
The Gunung Senyum and Jebak 
Puyuh caves, the main 
attractions here, offer avid 
explorers hours of thrill. 

The former consists of 
approximately 18 caves, 

a favourite among explorers 
and researchers for their 
impressive formations and 
million-year-old fossils. An 
ancient tomb within the caves 
is of archaelogical interest. 














The Jebak Puyuh Cave system, 
located further away, contains 
seven caves. Its variety of 
cave-dwelling insects and 
plants await discovery. Lucky 
visitors may even chance upon 
albino pythons that inhabit the 
cool, dark crevices of the 
cavern. A host of outdoor 
activities can be arranged for 
groups.

About 56 km off the coast of 
Pahang lies Tioman, an

Acclaimed as one of the best 
island getaways in the world, 
Tioman was the setting for ‘Bali 
Hai’ in the Hollywood musical, 
South Pacific. According to 
legend, this island is the final 
resting place of a mythical 
dragon princess. Till today, the 
island bears startling 
resemblance to a sleeping 
dragon. 

























The warm waters and good 
visibility of its surrounding 
waters make Tioman a paradise 


for divers. Discover astounding 
sights such as colourful 
gorgonian sea fans, staghorn 
corals, nudibranchs and 
beautifully sculptured sea 
sponges. Snorkellers can 
delight in swimming alongside 
Napoleon fish, Golden striped 
trevally, Bumphead parrotfish 
and shoals of Fusiliers. 

This island is an idyllic spot for 
leisurely days under the sun. 
Swim in its emerald waters, 
enjoy a stroll by the beach or 
be lulled to sleep by the sound 
of the waves. There are several 
villages scattered around the 
coastline, the larger ones being 
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Salang, Tekek, Genting, Paya 
and Juara. Each village offers a 
different and unigue 
atmosphere. 


Tioman's verdant greenery is 
home to а splendid variety of 
plants and small animals, 
including butterflies, monitor 
lizards, deers and monkeys. 

Its flora and fauna has

Visit the 
flower nurseries, go horse riding, try 
archery or wood ball, or enjoy 
a boat ride on the lake. 
A popular recreational pursuit here 
is bird watching, made more 
interesting with the annual 
International Bird Race. The 
beauty of this hill resort is 
best experienced on the 
numerous jungle trails 
here, which are 
marked to indicate 
varying degrees 
of difficulty. 
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Fraser's Hill is accessible from 
Kuala Lumpur via the North- 
South Expressway and the 
Karak Highway. Visitors using 
the North-South Highway, must 
exit at Tanjung Malim and take 
the Tanjung Malim-Kuala 
Lumpur trunk road to Kuala 
Kubu Bharu, which cuts across 
the towns of Kalumpang and 
Kerling. Visitors will pass the 
Gap resthouse, which 15 about 
9km from the top of the hill 
resort. 


Alternatively, visitors can use 
the Karak Highway and turn left 
into the Bentong junction 


before heading for Teranum. 





At Teranum, turn left and 


proceed to drive uphill. 
Fraser's Hill can be visited at 
any time of the day as the new, 
one-way road uphill is 
completed. The old road is 
designated for vehicles leaving 
the hill resort.

Tour the state's cultural and historical 
attractions for a glimpse of its rich traditions 
and interesting past. 














Kuala Lipis 


Strategically located between 
the Lipis and Jelai Rivers, the 
historical town of Kuala Lipis was 
a bustling trading point in the 
early days, It was the former 
capital of Pahang for 57 years. 
The colonial buildings here 
boast neo-classic and eclectic 
architecture, The Pahang Club 
House was the first building to 
be built by the British in this 
town. It was home to the former 
British Residents (administrators) 
of Pahang and now functions as 
the Kuala Lipis Rest House. The 
Clifford School was built in 1913 
to honour Sir Hugh Clifford, the 
second British Resident of 
Pahang. Many of the state's 
royalty and leaders were 
educated in this prestigious 
school. 


Pekan 


Located on the banks of the 
Pahang River 50 km south of 
Kuantan, Pekan is the royal 


town of Pahang. The Pekan 
State Museum houses a rich 
collection of artefacts, priceless 
antiques including glassware 
and ceramics as well as exhibits 
tracing the lineage of the 
state's royalty, This town also 
hosts the final leg of the 
Pahang River Rafting 
Expedition, where participants 
can experience the culture and 
lifestyle of Pahang's hinterland. 


Pulau Keladi 
Cultural Village 


Only 15 minutes away from 
Pekan is the Pulau Keladi 
Cultural Village. Among the 
attractions here is the birth 
place of Tun Abdul Razak, 
Malaysia's second Prime 
Minister. At the Pahang Silk 
Weaving Centre nearby, visitors 
can watch the intricate art of 
silk weaving. 
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Sungai Lembing 
Museum 


A serene town tucked away 
about 40 km northwest of 
Kuantan, Sungai Lembing 
offers a glimpse into Malaysia's 
bygone days during the British 
and Japanese eras. At its 
heyday, Sungai Lembing had 
the largest subterranean coal 
mine in Southeast Asia. The 
charming heritage buildings 
here are reminiscent of its rich 
past. 


The Sungai Lembing Museum, 
formerly the residence of a 
British official, exhibits artefacts 
from the town's glorious tin- 
rich days, including mining 
equipment, mineworkers’ 
costumes, furniture and 
tableware. Its fascinating 
diorama features miners at 
work. Open daily from 

9.00 am - 5.00 pm.(Closed 
during lunch on Fridays)

Located en route to Sungai 
Lembing from Kuantan is the 


Charas Cave, a limestone 
structure which houses a 
magnificent statue of reclining 
Buddha.

Getting to Pahang 


BY AIR 

Malaysia Airlines operates daily flights between the Kuala Lumpur 
International Airport (KLIA) and the Sultan Ahmad Shah Airport in 
Kuantan. The journey takes about 40 minutes. 


BY ROAD 

Kuantan is situated about 260 km from Kuala Lumpur and 325 km 
from Johor Bahru in the south of the peninsula. There is a good 
road link from Kuala Lumpur, Singapore and Kota Bharu in Kelantan 
to Pahang. Kuantan is a 3 1/2-hour drive from Kuala Lumpur via the 
East Coast Highway. Express air-conditioned buses and taxis to 
Kuantan are available from the Puduraya Bus Terminal and 
(Hentian) Pekeliling bus station in Kuala Lumpur. 


BY RAIL 
Pahang is accessible through Mentakab and Kuala Lipis from Kuala 
Lumpur and Kota Bharu. 


GETTING TO TIOMAN 

Tioman is accessible by boat and ferry from Tanjung Gemok in 
Pahang (jetty may close during the monsoon season) and Mersing 
in Johor. Journey time is approximately 1 1/2 hours. Berjaya Air 
operates daily direct flights to Tioman from the Sultan Abdul Aziz 
Shah Airport in Kuala Lumpur, as well as from Singapore. The 
Journey takes about one hour from Kuala Lumpur and 40 minutes 
from Singapore. 


GETTING AROUND 

Getting around Pahang will be interesting as the state offers views 
of unspoilt natural beauty and scenic coastlines.
